PUEBLO (Colo.) June 4.—Maj. Paul P. Newlon arrived from Denver 
tonight and took command of the State troops here. He announced no 
accurate estimate of the loss of life could be made. Conditions are beyond 
description,” said Maj. Newlon after an inspection trip. “Virtually every 
bailding from the postoffice to the square beyond the Union station on 
Union avenue was completely wiped out.

FIRE IS DESTRUCTIVE. 

“Many of the principal business 
buildings in the main business sec- 
tions became roaring furnaces soon 
after the first fires broke out. It 
was impossible for volunteer work- 
ers to get close enough to the blas- 
ing buildings to fight the flames. 

Water reached a depth of sixteen 
feet in Union Station and. from 


that place all the way up town to 
the postoffice the water was five 
feet deep. 

“Volunteer workers by hundreds 
are aiding in the work of rescuing 
victims of the flodo waters. One 
troop of cavalry, the battery of fle 
artillery, the American Legion and 
the State rangers are superintend- 
ing the work of rescue and relief. 

“Rangers arrived here today from 
Walsenburg, Denver, Castle Rock 
and Colorado Springs. 

JQURNEY HAZARDOUS. 

“We left Denver at 10:15 a.m., and 
reached Pueblo at 7:15 tonight. The 
trip was the most hazardous any of 
us had ever undertaken. In four 
places we railroad trestles 
over swollen torrents. In other 
places we were forced to haul, push 
and carry our car over makeshipt 
bridges where roads had been en- 
tirely washed out. 

“Ss. U. Pressey, acting purely in 
a civilian capacity, is directing work 
of salvaging and rescuing. A main 
Red Cross headquarters has been 
established and bodies of victims 
are being taken to the city morgue 
as fast as found. Victims who still 
are alive and suffering from  ex- 
posure are being cared for by men 
and women volunteers, who are 
performing heroic work.

During eight years of misrule 
she protected Mexican soll fron? invasion 
by governments whose citizens had been 
robbed and slain, in violation 6f every fun- 
damental of parliamentary Jaw; hoping dur- 
ing all that period that the Mexican people 
would themselves be able to crush anarchy, 
suppress banditry and establish a govern- 
ment founded on generally accepted prin- 
ciples of justice and equity. 4 

What the American people most earnestty 
desire is to see economic and industrial 
prosperity south of the Rio Grande, a peo- 
ple prosperous and contented, higher edu- 
cational standards, the natural resources of 
the country developed, the fertile acres un- 
der cultivation. If such conditions prevailed 
in Mexico the people would no more tol- 
erate foreign interference by any nation 
than they would tolerate ah attempt to over- 
throw by violent means their own govern- 
ment 

There is no thought of annexing a foot of 
Mexican soll to the United States. Our 
Mexican policy is not influenced by even a 
remote possibility of territorial expansion. 
But duties as well as rights are involved in 
our Monroe Doctrine. Our guarantee to pro- 
tect the republics of North and South Amer- 
ica against foreign aggression is also a 
pledge to make those republics safe for rep- 
resentative government. The 
and people of the United States will not 
abide a total destruction of orderly govern- 
ment and a return to a condition of anarchy 
and banditry in Mexico.

ATER ROUTEs. ‘ 

Dwellers in Los Angeles must be pre- 
pared to recognize their own harbor as al- 
ready one of the foremost in the world and 
destined to be among the three or four 
greatest. Some points brought out by the 
Municipal League are not generally under- 
stood. The Los Angeles harbor is only sev- 
enty miles off from the shortest direct line 
from the Orient to the Panama Canal. This 
would make it the natural stopping point 
for practically every ship, as seventy miles 
is hardly a breath in a 10,000-mile cruise. 
It also appears from the map that the port 
of Los Angeles is the nearest and most avail- 
able one for two-thirds of the productive 
area of the country. A greater population 
is easily accessible to New York harbor, but 
when it comes to the area producing the 
natural cargoes Los Angeles has far the 
best of it. With her harbor and the won- 
derful power projects before her the vision 
of Los Angeles as a second New York be- 
comes substantial. But where New York 
is only about 40 per cent American this 
city will score at least 75 per cent. We are 
running under the American plan and still 
prefer quality to numbers.

COURT OF ADJUDICATION. 

The Kansas Court of Industrial 
Relations is not a court of arbitra- 
tion. It is a court of adjudication. 
It does not arbitrate or conciliate. 
It is composed of three judges, who 
sit in the case in much the same 
way as the judges of the circuit or 
district or supreme courts. Both 
sides lay before the court their evi- 
dence, the employees, the needs for 
higher wages, or shorter hours, or 
better working conditions and the 
employers set out why they cannot 
pay as high wakes or allow shorter 
hours. The court then decides what 
should be phid or what hours should 
be worked each day or what condi- 
tons should be changed. 

The court takes evidence in the 
same way that any other court takes 
evidence in any sort of a criminal 
or civil case. It has, however, some 
unusual powers of investigation 
which an ordinary court does not 
have. A civil court can consider 
only the evidence submitted to it. 
The Kansas industria! court can go 
out and make investigations into 
general wage and working condi- 
tions of any and all industries op- 
erating in Kansas, and it may go 
outside the State to investigate in- 
dustrial court conditions to obtain 
information which may be of serv- 
ice to the court in reaching a de- 
cision in any Kansas case. 


DISINTERESTED JUDGES. 


A court of arbitration consists of 
one representative of the employer, 
one of the employee and one a sup- 
posedly disinterested person. The 
Kansas court consists of three per- 
sons, supposed to be entirely disin- 
terested, who wil) hear the evidence, 
make such studies as may be neces- 
sary and then décide the case on its 
merits without regard to any preju- 
dices or influences. The decisions 


‘of the industrial court are subject 


to review only by the Supreme 
Court of the State and the law spe- 
cifically provides fer immediate 
hearings of industrial courts in the 
highest tribunal in the case. 

Thus far but two complaints of 
a reduction in wages have appeared 
before the court. The Wichita street 
railway company has asked for au- 
thority to reduce the wages of its 
employees. It did not fix any specific 
amount. The company pointed out 
that there had been marked de- 
creases in the cost of living and de- 
creases in its revenues. The To- 
peka Street Railway Company has 
asked authority to reduce the scale 
of its trainmen only 5 cents an hour 
from that fixed a year ago. The com- 
pany does not propose any decreases 
for its shonmen. These cases are to 
be heard during the present month. 

The law was intended to prevent 
strikes in Kansas industries by pro- 
viding a legal code which would 
take the place:of the strikes. The 


State created what it intends to be f 


an impartlal tribunal. Then it pro- 
vides that any employee or group of 
employees, regardless of their mem- 
bership in any union, may appeal to 
the court for edjudication of any dis- 
putes they may have over wages, 
hours or conditions of labor. The 
State furnishes them an attorney to 
prosecute the case and there are no 
tees The same service is available 
to the employer, except that the at- 
torney for the court always appears 
on the side of the workimeman and 
never for the employer.

The law specifically recognizes co!- 
lective bargaining, but just as specifi- 
cally prohibits collective quitting of 
work for the purpose of forcing de- 
mands. The jaw is intended to pro- 
vide an adjudication of labor con- 
troveries and thus prevent strikes. 
APPLICABLE TO FOUR. 


The law is applicable only to four 
industries. which are listed as es- 
sentia!] industries, food. clothing, fuel 
and transportation. Thus the brick 
or smelting or other industries do 
not come under the operation of the 
law. Some printers attempted to 
bring their controversy for the forty- 
four-hour week into the court but 
the court refused to hear them as 
the printing industry is not regard- 
ed as an Gsential industry. 

The law provides heavy penalties 
for officers of unions who call strikes 
without first submitting their case 
to the industrial court. They may 
be sent 40 jail, or to prison and 
forced to pay fines of $5000 each.

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SORGHUMS FOR SILAGE. 
In both interior valleys and coast regions 


Silage sorghums have come into great favor 


during the past few years, because of yields 
of from eighteen to forty tons per acre of 
excellent feed that can either be 
or siloed. The varieties which have been 
tried and found well adapted to California 
conditions are; honey sorghum, silver tip 
and Texas seeded ribbon cane. Yields of 
thirty-eight tons to the acre of the last 
named variety were reported from Im- 
perial Valley last season, and it seems to 
grow as wel] in the San Fernando Valley 
as in the hot interior valleys. 

These forage sorghums are planted in 
June and July, in much the same manner as 
grain. sorghums, but the seed is sown 
thicker in the rows. Irrigation is more fre- 
quent than with the grain sorghums, but, 
as in the case of milo, no water is applied 
after planting until the plants are at least

A NEW SORGHUM. 


H. M. Beriedict, a rancher whose place 
near Riverside, discovered in his field, ain 
1916, a tall, grass-like sorghum of strong 
growth, which stock preferred above milo 
or alfalfa. This plant was doubtless a cross 
between amber silage sorghum and Sudan 
grass, Which grew near. This plant grew to 
a height of from ten to fourteen feet, and 
stooled out readily,*there being twenty to 
thirty leafy stems from one seed. Mr. 
Benedict saved the seed for three seasons, 
and named it Sudan sorghum. Last season 
this forage gave great satisfaction to ranch- 
ers in Los Angeles, Riverside and Orange 
counties, and its heavy yield, from twenty- 
five to fofty tons to the acre, in two cut-

PRESCOTT (Ariz.)—Fifteen thousand 
acres of rich land are to be served by a 
dam now being erected by the Williamson 
Valley Farms Company, about ten miles 
west of Del Rio station on the Santa Fe 
branch.

THE PETUNIA LADY 
: OF VENTURA COUNTY. 


BY HELEN CHAFFEE TEMPLE. 

Mrs. Myrtle Shepherd Francis of Ventura, 
Cal., has often been called the flower 

. witch.” The word conjures up the picture 
of a weird figure in human torm, while 
“fairy” instantly changes the picture to that 
of a charming person with fair hair and 
blue eyes. This latter picture describes 
Mrs. Francis very accurately. 

Mrs. Francis has become famous for her 
wonderful doubleseeding petunias, and 
other hybridizing work. Our kindergarten 
fairies made wishes, waved their magic 
wands and, presto! the wish came true. 
Mrs. Francis, however, belongs to the mod- 
ern fairy circle of scientists. When she 
made her wish, she promptly donned stout 
garden clothing, armed herself with scie 
sors, pollenizing brushes, a microscope and 
faith in the powers of evolution, then went 
to work to make her wish come true. It 
took five years of work and study to find 
the right combination, but one glorious day 
the wish was realized. Again, the story of 
Rome was proved. Mrs. Francis’s petunias 
are the most beautiful petunias in the 

world, but they were not made in a day. 

The work with flowers was not the ca- 
reer chosen by Mrs. Francis. She is an ac- 
complished musician, has a thorough knowl- 
edge of art and is intimately acquainted 
with the theories of Darwin, Spencer and 
Huxley. Her career with flowers began 
when her mother, Mrs. Theodosia B. Shep 
herd, founder of the Shepherd Gardens of 
Ventura, passed into the “Great Valley.” 
Mrs. Francis loved her mother and the 
things her mother loved. Mrs. Shepherd 
loved her gardens and her hybridizing work. 
Thus, Mrs. Francis began her work with 
the flowers. She soon found that hybridiz- 
ing work was one of the most interesting 
careers any woman might choose. 


Unlike many of us, Mrs. Francis chose her 
hardest problem first, when she began her 
career with flowers. The double petunias 
would not produce seed. The work of propa- 
gating double petunias was very expensive 
and exacting. Noted florists declared it im- 
possible to bring the double petunias into 
seed. She therefore began her search for 
which had been forced to produce doubles, 
had sacrificed their powers of producing 
seed. Mrs. Francis, however, would not ac- 
cept this theory. She believed in perfection,

Francis learned that a noted Belgian florist, 
Roemer, had also created a double-seeding 
petunia. This was a bitter disappointment 
to the plucky little woman. She felt almost 
tempted to give it all up.“ when it wae 
found that her double-seeding petuntas were 


much more beautiful in coloring and tcx-

was much higher. She produced perfect 
peony-flowered petunias, measuring more 
than seven inches across, these averaging 25 
per cent perfect reproductions from their 
seed. Fifty per cent of the double seeding 
found that her double seeding petunias were 
fringed. The colorings and markings of 
-the Myrtle Shepherd Francis petunias are 
famed among florists. 

Mrs. Francis also brought the chrysan- 
themum to its present state of perfection in 
California. Cosmos were brought to flowers 
of beauty by the faithful work of the late 
Mrs. Shepherd and Mrs. Francis. Many

The determining 
factor this searon, however, is the cost of 
planting the crop, he says, and the poorer 
quality of lint and the lighter yield of vol- 
unteer cotton is not o vital as when cotton 
looked like a dollar a pound. 

Mr. Bemis quotes Dr. O. F. Cook, a noted 
long staple cotton expert on the care and 
irrigation of volunteer cotton, offering the 
following rules: 

Avoid watering the fields in early spring 
before the shoots have started. More plants 
send up shoots in dry open soil, than on 
heavy or wet land. 

Cutting of the stalks too soon in the fall 
or winter seems to reduce the chances of 
survival. 


More roots survive when the stalks are 
cut with a hoe or with mowing machines 
than when stalk-cutters are used, as the lat- 
ter break or bruise the bark at the surface 
of the ground. 

In irrigating second-year cotton, more wa- 
ter is required to support growth in June 
and July, observing the behavior of the 
plants to avoid checking their growth or 
forcing them. While the sprouts are small, 
very little water is needed. 

During the fruiting season an adequats 
and regular supply of water is needed.

Small trees or snags from eight inches in 
diameter downward can be most cheaply re- 
moved with shovel, mattock and ax by any 
competent man who does not get frightened 
when the pores of his skin commence to 
leak a little. In case the ground is very 
hard or the roots springy, tangled and 
matted, one or two cartridges of dynamite 
in a bore hole made diagonally down under 
the stump center, with a one and one-half 
inch dirt auger or steel bar of the same 
thickness, driven down with a heavy sledge, 
will facilitate matters by boosting the dirt 
away so that the man can see how and 
where to chop on the roots. 

Another combination of methods that 
can be used to advantage on larger stumps 
when the farmer owns or can obtain the 
use of a powerful tractor cheaply enough 
is to use just sufficient dynamite under the 
stump to heave it up and split it into sec- 
tions and blow some of the dirt away. It

It was just 4 o'clock one afternoon when 
the loaded boats pushed off from shore with 
the camp outfit, the women and all the men 
except Cummins and myself. We had de 
cided to “hoof” it and with a rifle and a 
canteen of water startea on a long climb 
to a dividing ridge that led down in the 
direction of our new camp.

- panion did I realize his unfitness for the 
tramp. The distance was greater, too, than 
we had been led to believe and darkness 
overtook us ere we reached the ridge and 
turned southward.

Making our way along as best we could

OR twenty years little news concerning 

the activities of Jean de Reszke, who 
once stood supreme as the world’s greatest 
tenor, has seeped out through the barrier of 
seclusion that he built up around him on his 
retirement, and which he has rigorously 
maintained ever since. Of the hundreds of 
thousands of his admirers, many of whom 
still speak his name with a thrill of admi- 
ration, few know what actually has become 
of him. There have been all kinds of ru- 
mors, some of them that he was broken in 
health and others to the effect that he was 
mede destitute by the war. But facts, like 
photographs, have been extremely difficult 
to obtain. 

But Jean de Reszke is not destitute, rvi- 
ther is be broken in health. As a matter of 
fact he is still the flaming personality that 
he was of yore and, though he himself ad- 
mits to being 72 years old now, he has the 
health and youthful spirit of a man of 40 
and lives a life which would be considered 
unusually active for a man half his years. 
This is the first-hand information ob- 
tained from Mme. Luella Meluis, distin- 
guished coloratura soprano of New York, 
who has just returned after more than a 
year spent with M. and Mme. de Reszke in 
their villa at Nice, where she studied with 
the master every day.

will not even make phonograph records. 

That birthday anniversary, as has been 
said, De Reszke admitted to be his seventy- 
second, but his physician and others who 
profess to know the real facts have whi» 
pered it to friends that the master is in 
reality 79 years old. Yet despite his age 
he plays golf, rides horseback, motors, plays 
bridge until 12 o'clock every night in the 
week and gives fifteen lessons a day. 

No matter how late he stays up playing 
bridge, which is his special hobby, he is up 
by half past 8. And the first thing he does 
on arising is to go through a set of exer- 
cises which he has worked out io fit his own 
needs. Then he puts himself in the hands 
of a masseur for fifteen minutes or so, which 
is followed by d bath, and he is ready for 
breakfast. At 10 o'clock he begins his 
teaching, keeping at it until 1. From 1 to 2

he has luncheon. From 2 to 3 he motors, 


plays golf or rides horseback, and from 3 
until 8 o’clock at night, with only a half 
hour rest for tea between 5 and 6, he con- 
tinues giving lessons. 


An interesting feature in connection with 
his teaching is the fact that De Reazke dur- 
ing those hours always goes about with 
his pet parrot “Coco” perched on bis shoul- 
der. This parrot belonged to De Reszke’'s 
only son who was killed in the war just 
forty-eight hours before the armistice was 
signed. But since then he has been almost 
the constant companion of the master, and 
is allowed liberties which sometimes 
prove embarrassing to certain pupils. 
For the parrot has developed an ear for 
music and when he hears a voice he does 
not like he makes the fact known by swear- 
ing in French at that particular pupil or by 
screeching “repeat!” in a most disconcert- 
ing way. For this reason there are pupils 
who have come to stand in greater awe of 
the parrot than of the master. | 
But there ig another pet which shares De 
Resske’s affection with the parrot. That is 
the dog “Chou” which has been in the 
family for twenty years. This dog has 
special attendant whose sole duty is to 
after his wants, prepare special food and 
take him for walks. 

As to the rumors of Reszke’s poverty 
Mme, Meluis sets those at rest by describing 
his magnificent villa with its extensive 
grounds where the master lives almost in
